First: An audio tape of former ANA President Bob 
Campbell talking about how to get the best buy at a 
coin show. 

It was an entertaining presentation Campbell gave 
off the cuff at the Central States seminar in Windsor 
this spring after one of the speakers had to cancel. 
Length: 15 minutes. 

Second: I’m going to do a PowerPoint on the Walk¬ 
ing Liberty half dollar, which turned 100 last year. 
While many of us experienced terrible inflation in the 
1970s and early 1980s, we didn’t see nothing. During 
the Walker’s first four years, the dollar lost half of its 
value.

Steve Petty asked Bob Campbell, an expert on coin 
doctoring, to speak to us. He’s penciled in for May. 

Bob Evans, the gold coin salvager not the restaurant 
guy, thinks he’ll be free in March to talk to us about 
conserving the S.S. Central America treasure (or 
maybe play some jazz). 

Both are great speakers who have a lot to share. 

The CONA board earlier this year authorized the 
expenditure of up to $ 1,600 a year to cover speaker 
expenses so we can branch out a bit. 

While two of the 10 speakers needed for next year 
are in the works, we still need speakers for the other 
months. This club is blessed with a lot of talent..

October presentation

McDowell, editor of The Colonial Newsletter , said. 

The bills, which were issued with abandon during 
the war, were backed by nothing. Nonetheless, Mc¬ 
Dowell said officials felt confident. “We were going 
to win this war and somehow they were going to pay 
this money back.” 

Altogether some $241 million in Continentals were 
issued. By 1781, McDowell said, the bills had depre¬ 
ciated so far that a quart of liquor cost $1,200. 

The British, of course, aggravated the problem 
through a form of economic welfare. They outfitted 
the HMS Phoenix in New York Harbor with a print¬ 
ing press and ran off reams of counterfeit Continental 
Currency. “They made money on that ship night and 
day,” McDowell said.
